RACING UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 

" Judges' " Dcclslona Revised hy the Grand 
Stand— "Odds " Provoke a Warning— 
' A' Fonl and "Ko Heat." 

The conoluding events of the horse racing 
proved yeoterday as unaatisfaotory as the 
ring features cf tho exhibition attractions 
have been from the beginning. The an- 
nouncement made that good aport was ex- 
pected for tho afternoon hud the efleot ol 
drawing a largo crowd who waited with 
evident impatience for tho more than an 
hour which elapsed bet ween the advertised 
and tho actual time of starting. 

Then tho entries for a one-mile trotting 
and pacing contest were culled out, these 
being only two —tho black stallion Stormont 
owned by \\. H. Dennis of 'Vancouver, and 
tlio black gelding Divia Boy owned by 
G. AV. Bird of Tacoma, They kept 
oloao enough together fo make the 
affair interesting in the first heat, which 
was won by Davis Boy by a couple of 
lengths in 2:3Uj> Tho second heat, run 
after thefive-eighiba mile dash, resulted like- 
wise, Davis Boy leading all tho way at a 
good even pace, while Stormont repeatedly 
broke badly. - The third heat was in all ro- 
speota a repetition of ita predeoesaors, except 
that at the very end Stormont made a game 
spurt, resulting in a oloae finlah with tho 
Boy the winner. of the beat in 2:36, and of 
the race, which waa for best throe in five, 
by threo straight heats, 

Tho Qve-oighth mile dash brought out 
Geo, Wentworth'e (Calgary) brown filly All 
Smoko (carrying 115 pounds), George 
Byrnes' baystalllon Donoaster (115), and J. 
B. Brennau's (Now Weatminater) b.h. Rif- 
ton (lOD). Tho win by All Smoko from 
Doncuster on tho previous day hud resulted, 
as shown above, in the equalization of their 
weights, the filly having had previously 
tho advantage by ten pounds. There was a 
good start, and as the animals passed before 
the grand stand in the first eighth Rifton 
making a tremendous pace led All Smoke- 
by only a head, while Donoaater was but u 
short length in rear uf the soooud. 
They passed into tho back stretch 
in tho same order, along it Rifton and All 
Smoke altcrDating for first place, with Don- 
oaster aometimea two lengths in the rear. 
At length the pace told on Klfton, and not- 
withstanding a liberal applioation of the 
whip he fell behind. All Smoko also felt 
the whip and gamely responded, but Don- 
oaater aptang willingly forward with a 
splendid rush which sent him under the 



wire a short half length ahead of All Smoko, 
she having about tho same advantage over 
pacemaker Rifton, who finiahed pretty well 
done up. Tho time waa 1 -Mth, considered 
very good on this half milo track on ac- 
count of the sharp turns at each end. The 
finish was certainly exciting, so rapidly had 
places changed at the end. It transpired 
that the horses wore quicker than the 
judges, who shortly performed a feat not 
mentioned in the racing bcoka.- 

There were fivo gentlemen on official duty 
in tho judges' stand, with an uninterrupted 
view of tho finish, but 'wheu': their iapokes- 
man said " Donoaster' first, Elttbnaecond," 
there was no dissenting voice. This verdiot 
was duly inscribed on the board, (vhich was 
not immediately put out, aa the weights had 
yet to be verified. Before this ceremony 
waa over tho rBfjottera, who had 
also seen - the '"finish from' the 
judges' stand, quietly called attention to 
what they supposed waa an overaight, 
pointing to the name Rifton aa aecond on 
the board, while All Smoke had taken that 
plaoe.- 

" We are the judges," was the curt and 
quite unexpected reply, and the newspaper 
men shranlj back abashed while tho "judges" 
commented indignantly opon tho presump- 
tion of the correction. Tho board was duly 
bung out as it waa, and the reporters wero 
peremptorily ordered to got out of the 
judges' stand, tho reason aaaigned to one of 
them who remonstrated, being that " wo 
are liable to a heavy fine if wo allow any 
but the ofHoials here " Then a succession of 
people who had witnessed tho finish com- 
menced to appear at the entrance to the 
stand, protesting that All Smoke and not 
Rifton waa second. The first wero quite 
sharply repulsed, with the statement, " Wo 
have our own judges," but when some of tho 
more assertive grew hot, and offered odds of 
20 to 1 that tho board could bs proved to be 
wrong, the " judges " remembered what 
the reporters had long ago tnld them. 

" Let us call it a clerical orrof," 
said one, aa if by inspiration, and whihtthis 
was yet under discussion another happy 
thought occurred, and the chief justice put 
this into words, officially announcing to an 
amazed ' andienoe ' that the judges 
had nob seen atraigbt, solely ow- 
ing -to , the preaeiioe of intruders in 
their Btand;'and!that'pn'eeoond thoughts 
theyiwonldpoat All Smoke to .aecond place ! 
It waa no'b a manly.' explanation, as the 
judges were not interfered with in any way 
by the so-called intrudera, who, on . the con- 
trary, had in a friendly, and polite manner 
pointed out the mistake. The announce 
menb was received with a general laugh. 

For a trotting and pacing contest, one 
mile, best two in three, there wore four 
horses listed, these being Mollie Cooper, 
Little Johnny, Primero and Simcoe ; but 
only Johnny and Primero started. They 
gave a very pretty exhibition of speed in the 
first heat, in which Johnny led throughout, 
and won by about a length. Time 2 39^. 
The second heat was quite exciting, Primero 
being very close throughout and in the 
home stretch pulliug up and winning by 
Bboub a head in 2 35. When tho horses 
were called out for tho third, something 
whioh had attracted attention in their pre- 
vious handling inspired the judges' atsnd to 
warn Primero's driver that, " There are 
big odds on Primero ; now look out ! " A 
fairly good start was effected with a great 
deal of difficulty. Primero led by a length 
at the first half, but waa overtaken on the 
bick stretch by Johnny, but the positions 
were soon changed again and at about the 
three quarters Primero crossed over to the 
inside, forcing Johnny ont, and the vehicles 
coming together in the manccuvre. A foul 
was claimed on behalf of Johnny, and the 
judges' decision was " no heat "; the race 
to be finished on Monday, aa it waa now 
long after six o'clock and getting pretty 
dark. , ". _ " ■ '■ "r ■ 

Between the first and aeoond heata of the 
above there was a very interesting mile 
dash between Doncaater, with Sankey up 
and carrying 116 pounds, and All Smoke 
ridden by Meyera .(110). They gob away 
well. All Smoke in the lead to the one- 
eighth pole, when Doncaater came to the 
front. He raced around the first half easy, 
being hard held, with All Smoko running 
about a length behind ; the second half-mile 
was run about tho same until the seven- 
eighths pole was reached, when All Smoke's 
jockey evidently thought he could make the 
running on the home stretch, but Donoaster 
responded and won without being called' 
upon. Time, 1:56.

Proves a Decidedly Popular. i'eatnre--Scorc8 
Tltat Would Have Paralysed Bobln 
Hood's QoodUen. 

There waa any quantity of fun at the 
archery meeting. It looked ao simple and 
easy to hit tho big target Btuok iip ao 
temptingly 40 yards off, bub aomehow or 
other the arrowa had a way of flying too 
high or too low, and it waa nob an easy mat- 
ter to the oompetitora aa it aeemed. There 
waa only a little group of spectators at first 
but gradually the enthusiasm and good na- 
tured laughter and chaff drew a crowd and 
the fun waxed mightily, Nino competitors 
entered in tho ladioa' ahoot, 25 yards, threo 
arrowa. Mra. Saunders won firat prize, 
Miea Isaacs second, and Mrs. Davis third. 

Tho gontlemen'a shoot, -10 yards, three ar- 
rows, only produced aonio eight or nine com- 
petitors at firat, bub when tho crowd saw 
ducks' eggs piled up in profusion while the 
target escaped scathless, novices who had 
never pulled a bow before thought they 
might as well have a try for luck as they 
couldn't do worse anyhow. How thoy joked 
and roared with laughter as some novice, 
after straining hie musoloa to bond the bow 
saw tho arrow he shot strike the ground a 
full ton feet away or go sailing across the 
field in every direction except towards the 
target. One after another missed, the crowd 
got excited and tho entries flowed in as fast 
as they could bo made. It was great 
sport, and the entry clerk did a bigger busi- 
ness than a patent medioine man ab a coun- 
try fair. Finally one shot did strike 
the very outside of the target and a howl of 
gratifioation went up from tho multitude. 
Even Mr. T. J. Burnos, though he made 
gigantio efforts and banded over a quarter 
to a small boy aa mascot, could not strike 
the charmed circle, though the gaze of con- 
sternation he gave as he nearly ehnt himself 
through tho foot knocked the target olean 
over.

JAPAN IN KOREA. 

Chinese Preparing to Oppose Landing of 
Japanese— Desertions From LI 
Hnng Chang. 

London, Oct. S. — A report from Shanghai 
says it ia believed there that the Chineae 
forces at Moukden have been ordered thence 
to oppose any attempt at landing by the 
Japanese in the Gulf of Lian Tong or the 
Gulf of Pecbili. The fortifications have 
been strengthened in anticipation of an at- 
tack by the Japanese. 

The Daily News says that telegraphic in- 
structions have been sent British Admiral 
Freemantle to make such drafts from the 
nearest British fleet as he shall deem neces- 
sary to reinforce his own command in Chi- 
nese waters. 

A Shanghai dispatch says Wang Seng 
Tsao, ex-Chinese minister to Tokio, has 
been severely censured by the Chinese em- 
peror for ignorance regarding the designs of 
the Japanese Government in Korea. 

Two Japanese were arrested in Nankin 
shspected of being spies. One confeased 
that he had been furnishing his government 
with information regarding the movementa.;- 
and plans of the Chinese forees. 

It is reported that two thousand aoldiera 
of Li Hung Chang's crack corps now in 
Korea have deserted to the enemy because 
they have not been paid for some time. 

The London Missionary Society has re- 
ceived a cablegram from Tientsin saying 
their families are leaving for Pekin beoanae 
of tho anti-foreign feeling. 

A letter from Pekin saya reporta from all 
parta of the Chineae empire. Bay the forts 
are naeleaa as a- means bi defenoe'^juid that 
the guns in them are not fib for; nae.' 

Xhe fleet, of Japanese transports sighted 
off Cheetoo on Ootobar 22nd ' is t ' believed to- 
be the force which left Hiroaohima late laat 
month with sealed orJera, conaiating of 
thirty thousand men.

China and Japan. 



Protection of Missionaries and Cou 
verts— Is Eiee Contraband— Gou' 
dition of the Czar. 



LoNDOK, Oot 6 —Lb can be aUted on 
authority that the dovelopmenta of the past 
week in Eietorn afTnira will lead to con- 
oortcd action on tho part of the European 
powerfl. On Monday laat Mr. H. H. 0'(^on 
nor, Britiah miniater ut Fekin, warned the 
foreign ofSoe by cable that the oondition of 
affairs in China waa auoh that the govern- 
ment was not able to guarantee 

PROTECTION TO FOREIGN IIESIDENT.S 

at the treaty porta and the miaaionariea In 
the interior of the country. Tho miniater 
in the aame dispatch stated that tho Chineae 
imperial counoil waa diaorgunizod and that 
the collapse of the government waa noD 
looked upon as an imposaibility. He ad 
viaed that inatant action be taken for the 
protection of tho Uvea and property of Brit- 
ish subjects in China. The substance of 
this dispatch wua at oaco communicated by 
Lord Roaebery to the governments of 
France, Russia and Germany, with the sug- 
gestion that the powers -eo-operate in in 
oreaaing the guard, at the treaty porta and 
. in meaaurea for the proteetion of the mis 
siooarieB. 

When the cabinet met on Thursday 
friendly responacafromall threeof the powers 
namGd had been received, and tnese ao 
thoroughly cleared up the aitnation as to 
enable ministers to leavo the Premier and 
the Earl of Kimberly, aeoretary of state for 
foreign afTairs free, and to take whatever 
atepa in the matter they might deem neoea 
aary. No question of intereat between 
Japan and China haa ariaen, however, and it 
ia reported that preparationa are being made 
to send ten thouaand troops to occupy the 
leading treaty porta, and if tho proaent in 
tent iona are carried out parliament, on ita re 
aaaembling, will be ueked to grant a credit 
of £4,000,000 to cover the expenses of the 
expedition.

MEDIATION BETWEEN CHINA AND JAPAN 
are all widely divergent. Tho truth of tho 
matter is that it is the general belief in ofB 
cial circles that members of the cabinet are 
agaioat any foreign interference;, and ao far 
aa Great Britain ia concerned thoy are in 
favor of allowing tho Japaneso to reap the 
full fruita of their victories, unleaa of oourae 
they aeek to injure the conimorcial intereata 
of Europe. Since the holding of tho cabinet 
council instructiona have been cabled to the 
British miniater at Pekin and to the Britiah 
conaulaat all the treaty porta to send to the 
roiation atationa in tho interior imperative 
inatructiona for tho withdrawal of all mis 
sionaries to the protected coasts districts 
The consuls are empowered by their instruo 
tiona to call for assistance upon Vice- Ad 
miral Freemantle, commanding the 
Britiah fleet in Chinese waters, which 
is authorized to send gunboats to any poa 
sible distance up the Chinese rivers, if such 
action be coneldered necessary, to cover the 
withdrawal of the misaionariea. The in- 
struotiona alao direct that all the miaaion- 
ariea, witbont' regard' to nationality, ahnll 
beproteoted. The few and meagre telegrams 
received by the miniater and consuls from 
the nearest mission etttions indicate that

there are determined not to desert their 
poata, but to continue in their work at all 
riska. The largest Protestant inland mis- 
sion in China ia engaged in the provinces of 
So Chin and Hu Pei, in which provinces the 
anti-foreign riots have most often oooorred. 
The managers of this station, instead of 
withdrawing the workers under their super- 
Tlsion,are sending freah draf tsof missionaries 
to the various stations in the diatrlot, having 
received advioes that there ia no more oanae 
for ill treatinent. thMi jchafe^whioh nsaally 
- exists. The sooiety~ wfiiah , operates this 
: station also hoa fonr atationa in the province 
«(. Pe-Chi-Lt,, in which province Pekin ia 
aitaated abd theae'fodr stations employ 614 
missionaries not one of whom, so far as is 
known, ia preparing to retire. The same 
may be said of the Catholic misaionariea 
whose members are largely in excess of the 
Protestants. 

In New Ching and Moukden which are 
near the centre of the district whore war ia 
being carried on there are stationed 23

Private advioca to the Army and Navy 
Gazette explain away tho Japanese charge 
that Vice-Admiral Freemantle signalled lo 
tho Chiuoao the approach of the Japaneae 
fleet.

As soon as 
she reaches San jFranoiapo. the Topeka will 
be laid up for a few months'' to tindargo a 
mnch needed overhanling.

The 
Topeka brings from tho North quite an in- 
teresting budget of newa. Tne Alaskan 
canneries are now all closed down, hut their 
total oack for tho aeasou is not yot obtain- 
able, as it will be some time before those to 
the West can be heard from.

HEBREW CEBEMONIES. 



l)ajs In the SynnKosfues— The Great 
Day of Atonement. 

On Monday last the festival of Rosh Ha- 
shono, or the Now Year, waa colebiated in 
Hebrew communltiea tho world over. It 
was the first day of tho Hebrew month 
Tishri— the first ooolesiastioal month of the 
Jewish calendar, and according to Jewish 
computation .the five thousand six hundred 
and fifty-fifth year of the creation of tho 
world. The festival was uahered in on the 
previous evening by service in all syua- 
goguea. The synagogues were decked 
n'irely in whlto. A mantle of white 
satin ornamented tho ark of the 
covfnjnt wherein rest tho manuscript 
acrolls of tho law. Tho pulpit and reading 
desk, where chants the chazan or cantor, 
were also covered, and ministers of ortho- 
dox congregations were robed in white. 

Yom Kippur, or the D.«y of Atonement, 
will be celebrated on Wednesday. Thia 
day is observed by all, 'regardleBB of 
dlffcreLces of opinion on t'mattora ' com- 
munal, as a day of i'faating and 
prayer. The faat begins.'at annaet on Oo- 
tober g, and till aunaet of the lOth no Jew 
will partake of food in any shape or form. 
The evening of ¥om Kippur is called Kol 
Nidre from the two opening words of the 
prayers used on the occasion. Four ser- 
vices, named reapeotively Schachrit.Musapb, 
Mincha and Neilah, will be held continu- 
ously on the Day of Atonement. Sermons 
will bo preaohed either before Mttsaph or 
before Neilah. 

On October 15 will bo oolobrated " The 
Feast of Booths" or "Sucooth." With 
this festival are revived many quaint and 
ancient ceremonies to oommomorato tho fac' 
that while the Hebrews wore wanderers in 
the wilderness their only places of abode 
were booths or tents, It ia from this that 
tho festival derives its name. The good 
Jew will erect a temporary structure of 
wood, roofed with boughs of evergreen, 
called a "Sucooth," and will take hia meals 
in thia frail tent for aovon days. In the 
aynagoguo the orthodox Jews will form pro- 
ceasiona, carrying in their hands lulovim or 
palm branches and esrogim or citrons. 
While walking round the synagogue with 
these they will chant the'hallel or " Hymns 
of Praise." 



On tho seventh day of Suocoth, called 
Hosbana Rabba, " The Great Hosanna," the 
sucooth will be used for the last time prior 
to its demolition. All visitors to the syna- 
gogues of the orthodox on that day will be 
presontod with a handful of willow boughs. 
With these the floor of the synagogue will 
be strewn in imitation of the priesta of the 
ancient Hebrews.! With the observance «f 
Shemini Azeret, '*Ibe_Feast of the Eighth 
Day," and'SimobarTorah, '* The Rejoicing 
of the Law," "the festivals will come to a 
oiose. On the former of these days will be 
ofifered the " Geshem," or prayer for rain, 
in pursuaocs of a custom which holda in the 
Holy Land to thia day. 

'* Simohab Torah " derives its name from 
the fact that among cocsorvattvo Jewish 
congregations the fifty-two weekly portions 
into which the Pent^teuoh ia divided are 
completed, and the first chapter oi Genesis 
immediately reoommenced on this day. 
The process of finiehing and recommencing 
has . oonbinued ; uninterruptedly for many 
centnriea.

AN ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Ab appears by tho official annouocement 
in another column, the Hon. Forbes George 
Vernon has real^nfld his position as Chief 
CommisBioner of Lands and Wortcs, and Mr. 
George Bohun Martiuliaaboen appointed in his 
stead, Tho writ for tlie olectiou of a mem- 
ber for the North Riding of Yale vvus iaaucd 
yesterday. The election will, we under- 
stand, take place with as little delay 
as possible. Should the Opposition 
contest the seat Mr. Martio's elec- 
tion is a foregone oonolusion. The Go v- 
ernmeat has made a good selection. Mr. 
Martin is a man of much more than ordinary 
ability. He has had a loag parliamentary 
'experience, having been a member of- the 
Provinoial Legislature oontinaoasly since 
1882. He was returned for Yale at four 
general elections by good majorities. He is 
an Englishman by birtb, being the son of 
the late Capt. G. B. Martin, C. B., Royal 
Navy. Since his arrival in this country 
Mr. Martin baa l»en engaged In farming 
and oattla raising. ' Few men are better 
acquainted than ho with the condition of 
the country and tho wants of its inhab- 
itantH. This of itself ia an excellent 
qualification for tho ofiioo to which ho has 
been appointed. Mr. Martin will no donbt 
make an exoellent administrative offioer. 



MR. VERNOS'S RESIGNATION. 

The Hon. Mr. Vernon's resignation of the 
office of Chief GommisiioBer of Lands and 
Works dosed a long period of faithfal pub- 
lic service. Ha is admitted to bo on all 
hsnds a man of the strictest integrity and 
an able adininiatrator, Those who have had 
an opportunity of observing him closely 
know that in the performance of his official 
4tttiea.the pablio good was his only object. 
"Mr. Vernon has made very few political 
enemies. He was moderate in the expres- 
sion of his views, and when the 
debate became acrimonious he often 
with conapiououB success throw oil 
upon the troubled waters. Though by 
UIO roeana what ia called a showy man, Mr. 
Vernon's judgment ia sound, and.we believe 
he will be greatly missed, both in' the 
Executive Council and in the Legislative 
Chambers. The people have reason to re- 
gret Mr. Vornon'a withdrawal from public 
life. It is not often that they can obtain 
the services of so capable and so reliable a 
man as the Hon. Forbes George Vernon. 



MEAN AND UNBOSINBSSLIKB. 

Some of the newspaper men of the East 
speak of Mr. Hnddart'a offer to provide a 
fast Atlantio service for a subsidy of ^150,- 
OOO a year, as if it were an attempt to im- 
poae upon the people of thia Dominion. Mr. 
lluildart is onudemned aa an udvouturor 
and his propositions are spoken of in terms 
the reverse of complimentary. 

This, besides beinz diBoourteoos to Mr. 
Hnddart, is senseless and unfair. Mr. Hud- 
dart is a business man who makes a buai- 
nesB proposal in a businoas-Iiko way. Tho 
Dominion Government has for some con- 
aiderablo time considered a fast Atlantio 
Borvico dcoirublo, and oxpresaod itself will- 
ing to do what it could in reason to 
encourage its ,est«bli«binent. It negotiated 
with the Aliana and several other ca'pital- 
iats regarding it, but for one reason or an- 
other no agreement was arrived at. "^fr 
Andrew Allan, for inatanoo, cllered to 
catabllsh u 20-kaot aorvioo for a subsidy of 
£5,000 a voyage. " Reckoning 52 voyages 
a year, this would mean a subsidy of 
$1,211,600 a year." This offer was promptly 
declined. Messrs. Bellamy & Isaaos pro- 
posed to give an 18 knob aorvioe for a sub- 
sidy of £292,800 a year. This proposal was 
not aoooptod. Moaara. Cameron it Bruoe's 
oiler waB an 18-knot service for $750,000 a 
year, but the negotiations with thoao gentle- 
men fell through, chiefly, as it appears, 
through their own dilatorinesa, Thou Mr. 
Huddart came and olTorod to givo tho 
Dominion a 20-knot service for §750,000 a 
year. 

Now, why should ho ba called an adven- 
turerl^r His proposal ' was made in good 
faith and the Ooverhment concluded, since 
his was In ovciy way the beat ofTor that had 
been made, to give him a chauco, If ho 
succeeded in eatabliabiog a Btoamship lino 



which could do the work, well and good. If ho 
should fail no harm would be done to anyone 
but himself. It seems to us mean and un- 
business-like for any Canadian journalist to 
attempt to spoil his chancea of floating a 
company. Thoao who are opposed to tho 
establishment of a 20-knot service, or those 
who think Mr, Huddnrt'a ulTer too high, 
have u perfect right in all honest and open 
ways to express their opinioca and to op 
pose . the i)rojeot. But wo contend they 
have no right to misrepresent its nature or 
to say one sinylo word in disparogomont of 
Mr, Huddart, who has already dono the 
Dominion and thia province particularly 
good service in establishing steam com- 
munioation between the PMifio Coast of 
the Dominion and Australia. 



SHOULD WOMEN SMOKE? 

J What about wometi smoking 1 ;■ Have they 
not as good a right to' smoke as men? If 
there ia any enjoyment in the use of tobacco 
why ahouldjt be denied to women ? Thoro 
is no real impropriety in a woman's smoking 
tobacco, neither ia there in her chewing 
tobacco and in doing a good many other 
things which it ia now considered unseemly 
for a woman to do. There are very few 
men who would liko to see their own wives, 
daughters or bistorH smoking and it ia nat- 
ural to conclude that their respect and ad- 
miration for other mou'a wives, daughters 
or sisiora would not bo increased if they 
saw them smoking. This may be prejudice 
but it is prejudice, we submit, that leans 
very decidedly to virtue's sido. 

Besides, women are veiy charming aa 
they are and it ia not likely that tho prac- 
tice of smoking even tho moat delicate of 
cigarettes will increase their attractiveness. 
As to the enjoyment, we hardly think that 
they lose much when they refrain from to- 
bacco. The use of tobacco, it seems to us, 
creates an artificial appetite that must bo 
satisfied. It is to appeaso thia appetite, 
more than from any actual onjoyinont th.it 
men get out of a cigar or pipe, that compels 
them to oontinna the practice. We would 
not be at all anrpriaed to find that, if it 
wore possible to strike the balance of enjoy- 
ment, the non-smoker gets quite as muoh 
out of life aa the smoker, and perbapa more. 

The quotation which Mrs. Frederic Har. 
rison plaoea at the head of her article 
" Smoke," in the Nineteenth Century ; " I 
have renounced smoking,' aaid Egremont, 
' tobacco ia the tomb of love,' " we take it 
means something, perhaps a good deal. Why 
should women contract a habic which is not 
in any respect seemly, and which may be 
injurious to their health ? Fashion ia tyrant 
enough for them. Why should' they make 
for themselves another quite as exacting 
and not less harmful ? 



HERBERT SPENGBR'S VIEW. 

Some time ago the single tax men 

claimed that Herbert Spencer was on their 
side so far aa tho nationalization of land 
went. When they were told that Mr. 
Spencer had in later years withdrawn what 
he had written in favor of the nationaliza- 
tion of land, many of the single tax contro- 
versialists' boldly affirmed that he' had done 
nothing of the kind. Aa it was not easy to 
find Mr. Spencer's exact words, tho single 
taxera gained an apparent victory. But 
tho time came when it was impossible to 
cite the great English thinker aa an authority 
in favor of Henry George's, theory, and then 
George himself wrote a book bearing 
the title " A Perplexed Philosopher," in 
which he admitted the change in Mr. Spencer's 
viewa on the Lind Question, bub attributed 
it to hia desire to please the aristocracy of 
England. Thia waa not either an honest or 
a philosophical way of accounting for Mr. 
Spencer's change of opinion. It waa impos- 
aible for Henry George or anyone else to ttll 
what Mr. Spencer's motive was. Nothing ia 
more common than for men, as they grow 
older, to change their opinions on many sub- 
jects. It vould have been, therefore, both 
fairer and more senaible for Mr. George to 
have either nob attempted to find a motive 
for Mr. Spenoer or to have given him credit 
for speaking according to his convictiona, 
formed without undue or improper itflu'onco 
from any quarter. 

Herbert Spencer did not condescend to 
reply to Henry George's imputations, but 
Mr. Smalley, the London correspondent of 
the New York Tribune, exposea tho unfair- 
noaa and the injustice of Mr. George's charge. 
Ho pointed out th»t " Mr. Spencer has 
never aout'bt social honors nor any kind of 
distinction in social life. Ho has never gone 
or sought to go into what is called aooiety. 
He has been a literary reoluBe all his life 
and almost an invalid, meeting only i\ few 
intimate friends, most of whom were men 
and women of his own intellectual rank. 
Tho charge that auch a man, whoao seclu- 
aion haa been so well known, would 
be guilty of renouncing his con- 
victions to get into aooiety or 
to win tho favor of the landed ariatooraoy," 
Mr. Smalley juatly saya, " could only bo 
made by one capable of tho baaencaa that he 
imputes to another." 

It tiiould not be forgotten that the kind 
of laud nationalization whioh Mr. Spencer 
favored waa very different indeed from that 
advocated by> Henry George, One of the 
oohditions of the land nationalization which 
Mr. Spencer at one time believed would bo 
advantageous to the nation was tho oompen- 
aation of land owners. Henry George 
laughs at the idea of compenBation, Land 
ownora are to be treated under hia aystem 
as if they were the rcoeivora of atolnu goods. 
Tho state is by taxation to make their pro- 
prietary interest abaolutoly value- 
leas. Tho short and tho long 
of it ia, tho George system ia one of whole- 
sale robbery. The community ia to take 
the land without any regard to the condi- 
tion or the titles of those who claim to be 
ita ownora. The widow, the orphan and the 
hard-working mechanic are to be treated in 
exactly tho same way aa tho owner of a 
great eatate whioh he haa .inherited from a 



long line of anceators. They are to be 
robbed indiscriminately and meroileaaly. 
The man who has bought land with the sav- 
ings of years o'f toil, with the aanotion of the 
laws of the land, is placed on exactly the 
same footing as the speculator who 
has purchased thousands of aorea in 
anticipation of a rise in the value 
of the land caused by the energy, 
the icdustry and the enterprise 
of the community Thia feature of the 
single tax system tho majority of the Qeorge- 
itea keep carefully out of sight. Some of 
them have even the liardihood to deny that 
it ia an eaaoutial part of George's theory and 
roundly abuse tho opponent who aaaorts that 
it la. It o*n easily be understood that a man 
of Herbert Spenoer'a integrity would not 
think of countenancing a system which had 
the confiaoation of land withoutj compensat- 
ing its owners for its foundation. 

Mr. Spencer, however, has given his rea- 
aon for his change of opinion. After stating 
that he onoe thought that the community 
would be benefited by becoming the sole pro- 
prietor of tho land after oompenaating its 
owners, bo goes on to say : " I have since 
concluded that the tranaaotion would bo a 
losing one for tho community, and now I 
think there would ba no balance of gain to 
the community, but a balance of loss." 

The idea of appropriating the land with- 
out giving its owners a single cent in the 
way of compensation never seoma to have en- 
tered Mr. Spencer's mind. But take confis- 
cation, which in plain English is robbery, 
out of Henry George's system and it falls to 
tho ground.

SWING, THE HEKETIC. 



SometblDsr of the Career of the.Be- 
cently Deceased Presbyterian 
lionconformtst. 



A Few of the Points on Which He 
Drew the Line— A If oat 
'7 Dramatlo Trial. 



Prof. Divid Swinf, who died in Chicago 
on Tuesday night (.f acute blood poiaouiag, 
bronghk on by an actaolc of jtkundioe, waa 
born in Ciuainnati, Auguat 2.3,1830. He 
was graduated at Miami Univcralty, Ox- 
ford, , in 1852, and soon began Ihe study 
of theoloey, but before a year elapsed he was 
made professor of langusKca at Miami, 
wiiera lie remained twelre years, preachin;; 
oooaaionally io ftdditloa to lila reKular 
duties. In 1866 lie aooepted a call 
to booome pastor of the Fourth 
Presbyterian church in ChioaRO. In 
the groat fire of 1871 his ohuroh edifice 
and the bouses of most of his pariahioners 
were s<;ept away, but arrangements were 
at onoe made for him to preach in Standard 
ball and McViolior's theatre till a new 
building could bo nreotod for his congreg a- 
tion. The fire which burned up his oliuroh, 
all his old sormona and moat of his shirts, 
Boemed to ignite his genius, and apoodily he 
beoame the pulpit star of Chicago and the 
West. He beoame known as a man of 
liberal and progressive ideas. He aooepted 
the Pretbyterlan oonfeasion of faitb as to 
its theology, but rt-je'oted its mental phil- 
osophy, and utterly refused to put his ideas 
into old farms and expressions. He declared 
bimael! to be out of sympathy with the per- 
■eoutioe and retaliatory spirit of portions of 
the Old Teatament soripturis. I'he 109th 
paalm he aefe down as repealed by the 
command to love and pray for those who 
peraeonte and despitefully use ua. Mutter- 
fnga againat him' aoon began to be heard, but 
it was not until a learned and zealous young 
Presbyterian clergyman named Fiancia Pat- 
ten, now president of Priooeton college, 
oame on the scene that the troubles really 
began. Swing waa arraigned boforo the 
Ctiioigo presbytery on the ohnrge of heresy. 
The charge containod thirty-uioo specifica- 
tions ond Patton was the chief proaecutor. 
The specific ttions closed with a moat dam- 
aging personal alleviation against Swing'a 
private character. This was to the cflfeot 
that ho had said to Dr. Robert Laird Col- 
Iyer, a prominent Unitarian olergyniau, 
thaD he (Swing) was u Unitarian, and 
remained under cover in the Preabyterian 
church in order to prosecute hia ptosolytiz- 
ing enterprises with greater succeas. This 
was the root of bitterness in the case. The 
trial lasted fourteen days, and was the 
ecclesiasticil sensation of the year 1874, 
second only in popular interest to the 
Beeober trial in Brooklyn. The session of 
Swing's ohuich and all the ministers who 
were put upon the stand by either aide 
teatified to Swing's aoundneaa on the points 
In whiah he was astailed, ' 

The proaeotttor. Dr. Franols Fattoo, ooct: 

fied two, days and a halfrfn] his argument. 
6 waa a iplendid and daring , effort. - : Then 
oame the defenbe, Swing's bonnsel waa a 
lawyer named Noyes. He opened for the de- 
fenee,'bnthadBpoken about an hour when 
he broke down from physical ozbanstion. 
Then came one of the most aenaational in- 
cidents of the trial. String hud not intend- 
ed to take aay part in it, but he waa com- 
pelled now to come forward in bis own be- 
half. This he did in a charaoteriatio way. 
Ho came out on a platform before the pres- 
bytery and compared himself to the Roman 
Clearcup, who, when hia baggage vans were 
mired, threw oflf bia gold-embroidered robes 
and applied hia shoulder to the muddy 
wheels. His epecoh was worthy of the oc- 
casion, \onic, wit, invective and then a 
amashlng blow, lit up with the genius of a 
genuine orator. On the conc'usioa if his 
speech he left the city for his old home In 
Ohio. His counsel went on with the 
argument, and when at last a vote 
was reached forty seven voted for 
unqualified acquittal, thirteen for un- 
qualified conviction and two for con- 
viction in part. Dr. Patton appealed the 
case to the synod, and when the verdiob and 
appeal were telegraphed to Swing be re- 

filed : " I oannot endure this controversy 
withdraw from tho Pitslyterlan ohurob," 
All efforts to change his purpose failed. He 
withdrew and his church withdretv with 
bim, and maintained an independent exist- 
ence to this day, Being's heretic trial was 
most dramatic. Striking testimony to the 
progress of theological thought may be found 
in the acknowledged fact that the charges 
on which Prof. Swing was tried if made to- 
day would hardly bo entertained iu any 
Preabyterian couri. as RufliDiont for an accu- 
sation ol heresy. MoVicker'a theatre prov- 
ing too am ill for the heretic congregation, 
Central Mu-ic hall, ene of the largest in the 
city, waa built in 1878 



THE GBBAT OICLQSB. 

Great Hiivoc and Ima of Life Catued in the 
AVest Indies. 

New York, Oct. C— Incoming veaaola 
ontinne to bring details of the destraotion 
wrought by the great cyclone which origin- 
ated in the West Indies, laying waste vast 
tracts of land and playing havoc with every- 
thing afloat. The steamer Tyriao, which 
arrived io the harbor last night, o«me from 
Oibara, wbiihar she bad gone for. a cargo of 
bananas. -lifone were to be had, however. 
The plantationa for milea in the eaitem end 
of Cuba had been devastated. About Banea 
500,000 bunches of tho fruit, it was esti- 
mated, had been ruined, Tho vessel man- 
aged to secure a small cargo of sugar and 
tobacco. 

Tho steamer Panama, from Havana, Sep- 
tember .SO, brought further particulars of 
the woik of the cyclone. At Sagua la 
Grande, though tho town is twenty milea 
from the ocean, tho high tidea caused tho 
river Sagua to rise so high that in a third of 
theao towns the population were driven from 
their homee, while many sought safety on 
tho tops cf their houaos, Tho Hood lasted 
forty-eight houra. Rain poured in torrents 
for three daya, having commenced Septem- 
ber L'8. From such reports as were at hand 
when the Panama sailed it was believed that 
the loss of life in Cuba would leioh aa high 
as 200, while the property damaged ia esti- 
mated at between two and three mitlioDB of 
dollars. •

Dan'a Weekly Statement of Liabilities and 
Assets For the Quarter and For 
the Week. 

New Yobk, Oct. 6.— Don's weekly re- 
view iaya ; the oommeroial failures in the 
third qtiarter of 1894 have involved liabili- 
ties of $29,261,196 exclusive of banking In- 
etitutions and railroads, against $82,489,- 
821 reported a year ago for the same quar- 
ter.

ENSILAttB, 

To THE Editor : — Having had consider 
able experience tii making ailuge in the 
Southern States, I will bi pleased if you 
will insart thia In your valuable piper 
should you think it nf any utility. I pre- 
sume that aa the ytar ia so far ftdvauced, 
dispatch ill making ihe enailuge will bu tho 
first desideratum, and, therefore, I will not 
take up apaoe in desoiibiog expensive pita 
but will only aay that the hotter the appli- 
ances are so much better, will the enailugo 
be, auppoaing the aama.care ia taken in both 
easoi. A veiy f.tir a'aoiple of enailage uan 
be made in a pit made in the following man- 
ner : Dig a hole in the grquad .(round pre- 
ferred owing to the ailuge being more easily 
pressed) of the rrquired aiza. The size 
wanted can be calculated by assuming thuo 
50 cubid feet of entilBge (pressed) will weigh 
one ton. Thia bole nill be the ensilage pit, 
and by putting soma two-inch or three-iuch 
planks round the edge of the hole 
the earth thrown out can he made to iti- 
oreaae the depth tf the silo without digging 
to 80 great a depth. This hole niuat bo Iroe 
from water in every way, and where liable 
to rho ii flux of water a pit of this kind will 
be of no U40 uuleaa bricked or cemented. A 
rouuh roof over the t(ip to keep the rain out 
v/ill bo all that ia nquired. If tho fodder 
to b« put in is very cuarau it will bo found 
better to ohi, (T it u p. Graes or clover need 
not bo ch iirud, LO(ther need ryo, oats or 
oven wheuf un'eis they havo been ullowtd 
to ctand until they are uoarao and sticky. 
The smoother the walla of the pit aro the 
better the onsilage will bo, as the silage will 
bo pressed much firmer and with loss weight. 

Fill the pit with the fodder asevonly aspos- 
aible, spreading it and keep it trampled, par- 
ticularly round tho edges, while putting it in. 
After the fodder has all been put in, u layer 
of dry straw or some such substance should 
be put on the top. Then lay a few planks 
on this, and then put on the weights. Ihe 
weight applied should not be less than 150 
Iba. to the squre foot, and may consiab of 
bags of sand, cord wood, rooks, or indeed 
anything that is bandy. It ahould be re- 
membered that it ia by no meana neoeaaary 
to cause the covering oyer tho enailage to be 
air tight, aa the effdob of the weighta on the 
ensilage is to drive out ail the air. Be care- 
ful to have plenty of weight round the 
edg(B — this is by far the moat important 
thing of the whole operation. A silo can be 
filled at intervals, and slowly, ao aa to allow 
the enailage to settle down, and in this way 
more of the space will be utilized. Thia en- 
silaga can be used at any time after a couple 
of months. In using it be careful to only 
throw off enough weight to allow the enailage 
to bo got at. Cut tho ensilage from top to 
bottom and then throw off more weight as 
the contents are wanted. 

Should tho above description of pit not be 
of any use owing to dry ground not being 
available, an old barn or h-jy mow may be 
utiliz-rd by simply stopping all the cracks in 
its four sides thus securing un ensilage pit 
above ground. This last form of enailage 
pit is an excellent one, the only expenao bi- 
ing a little extra bracing of the building to- 
gether and a little work in stopping up all 
crevices and holes. It is well to have here 
as in the other form of pit plenty of weight- 
ing material on the top. In the earth pit a 
space of six or seven inches of the ensilage 
round the edges and next to the earth may 
be found spoilt, bnb the amonnb will be 
found small if the pit be dry and the weights 
heavy. 

If an old barn with a rough floor ia bandy 
and nob in' use the ensilage pit may be dug 
in it. It, will nob affect the barn for future 
use, as ' when the enailage is taken out a 
rough floor can at any time be put over it 
and a bam with a doable: pnrpose will bo 
the result. .. ■ W. H. H.

BY-LAW. 



By-Law to Enable tlio Corporation of 
tlio Oity of Victoria to raise the sum 
of 5150,000 for Water Worlts Pur- 
poses. 

Whoro3B It la expedient and necessary to 
raiao a sum of money for extending and im- 
proving tha supply of water of tho waterworks 
of tho City of Victoria to tho inhabitants 
thoroof, and for that purpose to rniso by way 
of loan upon tho credit of the said city tho sum 

otjiM.ooor i, . 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
J7,731 to bo. raised annually by rato for the pay- 
ment ef the nbw debt and interest; 

And whereas the whole ratable 2and and 
improrements or real property of tho said cor 
poratlon of the City cf Victoria, according to 
tho last revised assessment lell for tho year 

1891, is?15,559,370.C0; 

And whereas it will require an annual rate 
of one hair of one mill in .the dollar for paying 
suoh how debt and Intoreat; 

And whereas thia By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed except with tho consent of tho 
Lieutenant Governor-In Council. 

Be it therefore enacted' by , tbe Municipal 
Council of the oorporaticn of the City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor of tho 
corporation of the City of Victoria to borrovr 
upon tbe credit of the said Corporation by war 
of tbe debentures hereinafter mentioned froDti 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, wbo may be willing to advance the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exoe.3dlng In th j 
whole tho sum of $tfiO,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at the rate of 1.86 M dollars to the one 
pound sterling), and to oauso all sums bo raised 
or received to be paid into tho hands of 
tho Treaanror of tho said Corporation, for the 
purpose and with tho object horelnbeforo re- 
cited. 

Sec 3. It Shall be lawful for the said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to bo mado, 
executed and Issued for such sums as may bo 

required, not exoeodiog, however, tho a;im of 
?150,000, either In currency (or sterling money 
at tho rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho one pound 
sterling) as may be required, each of tho said 
dobonturoa being of tho amount of 81,000 or itfl 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all auch debentures shall bo sealed with the 
seal of the Corporation :and sigaed by the 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec- 3. Tho said debentures shall bear dato 
tho lat day of October, 1801, and shall bo made 
payable In fifty years from tho aaid dale at 
such place, either In Great Britain, the United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
Interest, and tho signatures to the interoat 
coupons may be either written, Btampod, 
printed or lithographed. 

Soo. 1. Tho said debenturos shall bear in- 
teroat at tho rate of ij per cent, per annum 
from tho dato thereof, which Intoroat shall be 
payable half yearly, at such place, either In 
Groat Britain, Uio United States of America, 
or the Dominion of Canada, as may bo ox- 
pressod In tbe debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause tho said dobonturoa and tho Interest 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payable at 
Buch place, either in Groat Britain, tho United 
States of America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may be desired, v ^ ^ 

Sec. 6- For the purpose of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for the payment of the In- 
terest on tho said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall be ralaod annuolly the aum 
of ?G,750, and for tho purpose of raising annu- 
ally a certain speclflo aum for tho payment of 
tho debt at maturity, there shall bo raised an- 
nually the siam Of ^85.

HOW TO MEMORIZE MUSIC. 



Etudy miat You Would Memorlxe Both 
With and %Vlthout Tour Plaiio. 

"It is not not enough to know good 
pieces with yoiu- finger.s. Yon should bo 
ablo to rouiombor them to yourself with- 
out a pianoforte. Sharpen your powers 
of fancy that you may romombor cor- 
rectly not only tlio melody of a composi- 
tion, but its proper harmonies clso. " 
Those words of Kobort Schumann should 
bo impros.sed ou ovsiy musio student. 
Study what you would niomorizo both 
with and without your piano. Observe 
its character, the key in wliioh; it, is 
written, its rhythm, motor and move- 
ment, its harmonioH, with their rola- 
tion.s — in fact, all its dovolopmonts, 
melodious and hai-monious. Analyze 
thoroughly, . ; comparing r .passage with 
passage, tracing similarities'aM pbiiits 
of divergence, thus calliug tho law of 
association to tho aid of that of atten- 
tion. Imprint on j'our mental oonscious- 
nesH tho full tonal worth of each note 
and each chord and soo to it that your 
umscular training is of a kiud to make 
your lingers obedient to tho innervoioe. 

When you can fully oriout yourself 
in the composition, close your eyes, that 
you may luok only witliin, and try how 
much you can recall mentally. Then, 
with eyes still clc»ed, try howmnoh you 
can play. If your fingers stumble over a 
passage, repeat this severid times, first 
with ej-es fixed on the notes, again with 
closed oyo.s, that tho muscular sense 
may contribute toward ibdng the im- 
jircssion. Repeated combined action of 
the inner and outer forces tends to pro- 
duce clearness and accuracy of image 
and iiermaiience of possession. Co not 
give yourself a greater task to memorize 
daily than can be ccomplished without 
fatigue. To overstrain your powers is to 
cufcelile thoin. If you study intelligent- 
ly, you can single out certain phrases, 
sentences or periods and know where it 
is proper to stop. It is a good ]jlan to 
write down from memory what you 
have committed, even to transpose it at 
times' into other keys, both in writing 
and at tho piano, says tho author of tho 
foregoing in Harper's Bazar. A child 
can readily bo interested in musio if 
taught intelligently. Lot liira build 
scales, form chords and learn tho why 
and wherel'Mre of each step taken, and 
memory will bu a matter of thorough 
comprehension. Youth i.s the time to 
begin to mcnorizo, but a well exorcised 
memory will continuu to stsrengthon 
throughout active existence. • •

heavy millboard. Each panel is nmdo in 
two pieces, which are covered separate- 
ly with dark plush neatly glued in 
place. Tho .Tapanoso crape pictnros are 
then glued tiinoothly in place, and after 
all is dry tho front and back of each 
panel aro sowed together. Tho two com- 
pleted panels aro then joined by sev.-ing 
to form a hinge, aud largo, round btass 
buttons or gilded wooden balls are at- 
tached for feet. 

A .screen of this kind would bo very 
pretty wiUi panels of painted bolting 
cloth, or pressed autumn loaves could bo 
used between glass panels. In the latter 
case the frame should bo of wood, as 
tho glass would be too heavy for a card- 
board frame.
